Epitors Co®eritetion: Some three or 
four months ago, an artiéle appeared in 
your paper signed ‘‘Pustice,” I believe.

Elliott case, in Bartow superior court. The 
substance of that statement wes that Elliott 
was a steanrboat captain, at Rome, a few 
years ago. And while occupying that posi- 
tion, a tree pass over the Western and At- 
lantic railroad was extended to him by Mr. 
Walker, then general freight agent. 
There was a regulation of the company that 
all persous riding on free tickets should sign 
a contract onthe ticket to take their own 
rixk of accidents while riding free, which ix 
certainly reasonable. It should always be 
understood everywhere that a man riding 
On @ free ticket takes his own risk as to ac- 
Cidetile hilictt had not signed the eon- 
tract. An order liad been issued by the 
president of the company requiring all per- 
sons to whom free passes had been sent to 


sign the contract on the back or to 
return them: and if they failed 
or fefused to do either, the con- 


ductors were directed to take up the passes 
and charge fare, bilictt goton board the 
train at Kingston lo yo either to Cartersyille 
or Marietta, aud Le presented the pass 
Without his signature on tie back, to take 
ils Own risk, wo the conductor. The con- 
ductor asked him to sign the contract and 
he declined to do so. He was then asked to 
pay his fare if he would not sign. He de- 
clined to dothat. The conductor then told 
him he must get off if he did not either 
sign the contract or pay his fare. The con- 
ductor used no Bed ty e but when he swp- 
ped at a station, probably Cass station, he 
informed Mr. Elliott that he must either 
get off the train or sign thé contract or pay 
his fare. Kiliott got off and = in- 
stead of getting on another train and paying 
his fare, I believe he chose to walk to the 
nextstation, that there might be some 
biame of damaye. Atthetimehe got off 
the train he had in his mind to sne the 
company and threatened to doso, He did 
not probably walk more than three or four 
miles, 

| pon substantially tiis state of facts, 
Kiliott sued the Wester: and Atlantic rail 
road company in Bartow superior court and 
the jury gave him a verdict against the 
company for $5,000 damages, The judge of 
the superior court set the verdict aside and 


granteda new trial. Elliott took the case 
fo the supreme court and _— that 
tribunal affirmed the judgment of the 


superior court. The case then went back 
to Bartow superior court and was tried a 
second time, and another jury gave Elliott 
a verdict of $000 against the company. 
The judge of the sujerior court set aside 
this outrayeous and unjust verdict. Elliott 
brought the case back to the supreme court, 
The supreme court affirmed the judgment, 
and said that the judge of the superior 
court would have abused his discretion if 


‘he had failed to set the verdict aside, as it

The case then went back for a third 
trial and was tried, and the jury gave 
Elliott, the plaintiff, $4,500 damages. A
